On the 23rd November, 1981, at about 3.15 AM, four 
persons armed with a country made pistol and iron rods, 
forcibly entered House No. S-335 Panch Slieel Park. The 
building was being used as a Company Guest House. Shri 
Alok Kumar Datta and his family, who had come from 
Alvvar to attend a wedding paily, were staying in ‘ETCHER 
Guest House. The robbers ransacked the bed rooms and 
deprived the Dattas of a few items of gold and jewellery. 
A neighbour heard the noise and informed P. P, Malviya 
Nagar. Sub-Inspector GurbuX Lai, along with Constable 
Balwan Singh, rushed to the spot without losing a moment 
with a view to apprehend the culprits. He arrived at the 
place when the culprits were rcadv to leave. They were 
challenged by S.J. Gurbax Ltd and Constable Balwan Singh, 
resulting in confrontation. The culprits took out the fire 
arm and warned S.T. Gurbax Lai of dire consequences. Un¬ 
mindful of personal safety, these two police officials tried to 
apprehend them. They filed two shots at S,I. Gurbax Lai 
and injured him bndlv. In spite of serious injuries S.I. Gurbax 
Lai and the Constable continued their struggle and grappled 
with the culprits injuring one of them. The Sub-Inspector 
caught hold of one of the culprits and threw him on the 
ground but the other culprit attacked him with iron rod 
causing fractures at his head, leg and hand. However, S.I. 
Gurbax Lai before falling down on the ground had injured 
one of the assailants. The Sub-Tnspector was admitted in 
the Safdarjang Hospital with serious injuries. 

Shri Gurbax T al Mehta, Sub-Tnspcctor, thus exhibited 
exemplary courage, conspicuous gallantry and devotion to 
duty of a very high order.

IL TENURE ; 

The terms of the Council will be for three years from 
the date of this composition provided that,,: 

(a) a member who is a Member of Parliament ceases 
to be a Member of the Council as soon as he 
ceases to be a - Member of Parliament; 

(b) representatives of the States/Union Territories and 
consumer organisations (SI. Nos. 14 to 24) will be 
Members of this Council for a period of one year 
in rotation; 

(c) ex-officio Members of the Council shall continue 
as Members as long as they hold office by virtue of 
which they have been nominated as Members of 
the Council; and 

(d) if a vacancy arises on the Council due to resigna¬ 
tion, death, etc. of a Member, another appointed 
in that capacity shall hold office for the residual 
term. 

IU. GENERAL : 

The Council shall meet at least twice in a year and advise 
the Government on all matters having a bearing on the in* 
terest of the consumer and will suggest measures to be taker* 
by the different Ministries / Departments administratively con 
cemed with laws dealing with various aspects of consumer 
protection. , /
